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EDITORIAL. 

A  QUIZZICAL  Ql'IZZER. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  in  a  given  church 
there  Is  a  greater  diversity  of  opinions  than  there 
Is  a  diversity  of  gifts.  This  tends  tp  get  things 
In  «  muddle  In  the  church.  Sometimes  there  is 
a  greater  disposition  to  ledd  than  there  to  gift  of 
leadership.  This  results  In  conflicting  claims  In  a 
church.  We  know  of  no  exhortutlon  more  needed 
in  some  of  our  churches  than  that  of  Paul  In  his 
.letter  to  the  Ephesians  (4:1)  to  “walk  worthily 
of  the  gospel  in  all  lowliness  and  meekness,  for¬ 
bearing  one  another  in  love."  This  applied  faith¬ 
fully  weuld  answer  some  of  the  “doctrinal"  diffi¬ 
culties  which  people  encounter.  They  are  more 
\°f,the  personal  than  doctrinal.  ,j 

We  have  recently  received  a  list  of  questions 
which  we  are  asked  to  answer  through  the  Record 
•and  we  do  so  without  any  assurance  of  giving  satis¬ 
faction  and  with  but— little  of  giving  real  help, 
but  we  ansWec  according  to  the  grace  given  us. 
The  list  df  questions  closes,  with  the  request  that 
we  explain  1  Tim.  2:?  1-12,  which  reads:  "Let  a 
woman  learn  In  quIetnMS  In  all  subjection.  But  I 
permit  not  a  woman  to  teach,  nor  (o  hafre  dominion 
over  a  man.  but  to  be  in  quietness." 

We  judge  here  that  the  questioner’s  desires  Is  not 
to  tell  him  or  her  whgt  the  Scripture  mean,  for 
that  Is  as  plain  gs  thenars  on  a  mule's  head,  and 
we  do  not  know  how  te  put  It  Into  any  plainer  or 
simpler  language.  What  Is  probably  desired.  If 
the  questioner  Is  a  man  In  trouble  Is  tdt  get  some¬ 
body  to  help  enforce  the  teaching  of  the  Scripture, 
not  to  explain  It.  If  the  questioner  Is  a  woman 
rebelling  against  the  teaching  of  the  Scripture, 
the  desire  is  not  to  have  it  explained,  but  to  have 
It  explained  away.  This  writer  is  not  practiced 
nor  gifted  Ip  explaining  away,  the  Scripture  and 
has  no  ecclesiastical  sanction  nor  corporal  punish¬ 
ment  with  which  to  enforce  It.  Hence  he  Is  un¬ 
able  to  help.  All  we  can  say  Is  that  It  means 
just  what  It  says  In  all  climes  and  In  all  times. 

One  question  asked  Is  whether.  In  case  the  dea¬ 
cons  do  not  or  cann  (^perform  their  duties,  the 
pastor  should  do  It  for  them,  or  (he  women  should 
do  It  for  them.  Now  we  belie  e  that  the  Lord  *111 
give  anybody  common  sense  to  know  what  to  do  If 
they  want  it  and  ask  him.  .Hi  says,  “If  any  man 
lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  Ood.  and  It  shall  be 
given  him.  Another  sftripture  speaks  about  prity- 
Ing  on  this  wise:  "Lifting  up  holy  hands  without 
wrath  or  doubting. ’’  The  trouble  with  so  many 
of  us  is  that  we  lift  up  unholy  handa  with  wrath 
and  doubting.  We  get  irritated. about  what  goes 
on  in  the  church  'and  are  in  no  condition  to.  pray, 
If  we  pray  at  all  about  matters  that  are  troubling 
us  we  are  Impatient  and  irritable  and  out  of  humor. 
There  Is  a  song  about  praying  which  says: 

"Take  time  to  be  holy,  le  calm  In  thy  oul, 

Each  thought  and  each  motive  beneath  his  control." 

The  will  of  Ood  will  •  never  be  reflected  on 
troubled  waters.  Tha  wrath  of  man  worketh  not

As  ion  t 
as  they  are  deacons  they  must  be  held  respopsibl  s 
for  It-  If  they  won’t  do  it  or  are  permanent!)'  slcli 
in  bed  or  incompetent  In  the  head,  They  ought  to 
be  relieved  t>f  the  office.  If  there  !d(e  no  men  who 
can  do  the  jwork  of  deacons,  probably  there  jls  n  > 
work  of  deacons  to  do.  But  the  ottyiar  members  ot 
the  church  ought  to  pray  the  Lord  tU  icon  vert  BO 
men.  There  is  no  harm  in  a  woman's  ratsim: 
money  If  thjere  are  no  men  to  dq  It  The  dasto  ■ 
may  do  some  work  that  deacons  are  supposed  to  do. 
They  did  if  before  there  were  ap^j  deacons.  So 
there  were  Women  who  ministered  to  Jesus’  a  ant:  i 
before  there  were  any  deacons.  There  Is  hi  wide 
difference  between  serving  and  "teaching”  or  ("hav¬ 
ing  dominion."

The  ordinary  duties  of  the  deaciops  are  looklnj 
after  the  material  welfare  of  the  f^iprcb  and  thh 
Is  hard  to  separate  from  spiritual  affairs.  Serving 
God  In  material  things  will  generally  lead  to  taore 
spiritual  form  of  service,  it  is  clear  that  the  Bible 
ordinarily  lays  this  work  (?n  men.:  'there  m^y  be 
some  forms  of  service  which  are  option  to  deacon¬ 
esses.  But  (here  Is  po  clear  cake]  Jin  the  Bible 
where  woman  held  the  office  of  dje^fon.  II!  '•  they 
do  it  would  be  under  the  limltptjtldns  that!  the 
Bible  puts  upon  woman.  We  cannot  catalogue 
any  duty  a  Woman  may  discharge:  In  the  church. 
Her  sanctified  commonse  sense  will  {usually)  Indi¬ 
cate  what  tl}ey  are  or  what  are  thje  (iimitatlMis. 

Most  of  the  difficulties  that  arise)  idue  to  ^  low 
spiritual  lif*  in  the  church.

THE  MOTIVE. 

There  are  two  outstanding  motifs  for  doing 
tight  which  are  to  be  found  in  the  Bible.  Thjlone 
Is  to  do  right  because  it  is  right,  jrhe  other  s  to 
do  right  because  it  pays  to  do  rikm.  This  last 
seems  a  blunt  way  to  say  It;  but  th|l^  Is  the  way 
the  Bible  presents  ft.  If  you  wish  ti  see  the  ap¬ 
peal  to  both  of  these  motives  (n  clo»j>  connexion. 
Honor  thy  fjather  and  mother  (whlflh  is  ttaej  first 
commandment  with  a  promise),  tpu  It  maj  be 
well  with  thee,  and  thou  mayest  lijvej  long  on  the 
earth."  Here  are  both  motives,  thjajtj'lt  Is  rjcht, 
and  that  It  brings  a  reward.  That  villi  hold  good 
with  any  commandment  and  with  jpikr  duty. 

Some  may  object  to  this  offering  o|j  rewards!  for 
wall  doing  as  an  appeal  to  selftshnwft-  it  might 
be  answered  that  God  has  to  deal  with  us  as]  we 
are.  All  htjman  experience  and  lilUtbry  demon¬ 
strate  the  necessity  of  making  the  appeal  to  lien 
on  the  baslsi  of  proper  rewards  for  iMghteousnEss. 
But  a  further  reason  Is  that  rewafts  for  dhlng 
right  are  In  accord  with  eternal  justice.  Anything 
else  would  be  violation  of  Justice  and  a  preverdion 
of  the  fundamental  law  of  God  and  df  conscience 
and  of  our  being.  But  God's  rewards  are  of  a  kjlnd 
always  to  elevate  the  one  receiving  (hem  and  hot 
to  degrade  him  into  a  self  centered  hf  Ipient.  Tjhls 
latter  principle  goes  deeper  and  further  than  we 
can  now  follow.  The  man  who  does  tight  ft  I  re¬ 
warded  chiefly  with  a  higher  sense  of  righteousness 
a  more  godlike  character.  Even  Jesbs.  “Foi*  jthe 
Joy  that  was  set  before  him  Included  the  cries, 
despising  the  shame."  But  it  was  aot  a  selish 
turn  to  Ephesians  6:1-2,  which  reads:  "Children 
obey  your  parents  in  the  Lord;  for  this  Is  rlgjht 
The  keenest  satisfaction  and  Joy  conteB  from  ihe  i 
joy.  It  was  the  Joy  of  bringing  many  sons  unto 
glory.  HT  1  j  ( 

But  the  Lord  put  first  as  an  inducement  to  obey-  < 
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lng  his  command.  That  “it  ft  right”  And  we 
will  do  well  if  we  keep  that  first.  The  love  of 
righteousness  ought  to  be  a  passion  with  us. 
triumph  of  the  right -the  suceehs  o^  that  which  is 
true  and  good.  “The  precepts  of  Jehovah  are 
right,  rejoicing  the  heart.”  Sjlore  to  be  desired 
are  they  than  gold.  yea.  than  much  lino  gold, 
sweeter  also  than  honey  and  the  dropping  of  the 
hpnpy  comb.

Before 
launching  into  the  general  dlscussldn  he  mentions 
two  In  a  prefatory  way  which  are  Common  to  the 
experience  of  men,  and  bids  us  rejoice  in  them 
when  they  cothe  Here  tftey-.Jgro  in  the  ninth 
an<|  tenth  verses  of  the  first  Chapter:  “Let  the 
brojther  of  low  degree  glory  in  his  high  estate;  and 
the!  rich,  in  that  he  is  made  loj*.  These  are  the 
experiences  first  of  a  poor  man  who  has  come  into 
.prosperity,  and  Second  of  a  rich  Jman  who  has  been 
harjd  hit  by  adverse  financial  !  conditions  These 
are]  probably  the  most  ordinary;  testjs  of  Christian 
character.  How  does  a  man  stand  prosperity T 
Hop  does  he  behave  In  time  pf  adversity?  We 
have  had  the  Wave  hit  us  en  both  sides  in  the 
last!  few  years,  j  The  Incoming  tldo  of  prosperity 
lifted  many  a  (nan  out  of  hft  former  position. 
The:  outgoing  tidle  of  adversity  his  left  some  wreck¬ 
ed  aspirations  and  hopes  behind  fit.  How  have  you 
storid  jthe  test  j 

Many  a  man  Is  lifted  up  by  increased  wealth 
till  Jho  loses  sympathy  with  the  suffering;  ho  be¬ 
comes  hardened;  and  selfish  and  arrogant;  and  In¬ 
tolerant.  It  were  not  to  be  so.  One  can  just  as 
well  become  more  interested  in  helping  others  as 
he  becomes  better  able  to  help,  j  more  generous  as 
he  has  been  recejiplent  of  God’s  kindness  to  him. 

Oh  the  other  jhand,  how  does;  financial  reverses 
affect  ypu?  Do;  you  lose  faith; In  God?  Do  you 
lose;  ypur  concern  for  other  people?  Do  you  be¬ 
come  pour?  Do;  you  seek  only  tp  conserve  what  Is 
yours  and  save  yourself,  letting  pthers  look  out  lor 
themselves?  The  testing  time  Is  on  us.  May  the 
Lord  give  us  grace  sufficient  te  bear  the  strain, 
to  keep  close  to  him,  to  be  cheejrful,  grateful,  and 
tliopgiftful  of  others.

If  Mississippi  meets  her  obligations  to  the  75 
Million  Campaign  we  must  collefct  1644,085.26  by 
the  last  of  ’  April  This  means  the  collection  of 
J5.855  a  day  from  now  until  the  laist  of  April.  Can 
j  we  do  it?  What  we  need  Is  the  Will  and  the  faith, 
it  ;  WHAT  IS  AT  STAKE. 

L  .Our  Church  building  In  Mississippi  Is  at  stake, 
j  Many  of  our  churches  are  outdoprs.  Some  have 
|  begun  work  on  their  buildings  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  the  State  Board  will]  suplement  their 
fund,  thus  enabling  them  to  complete  their  work. 
Hflther  churches  borrowed  money  to  complete  their 
j  buildings  depending  upon  the  lioard  for  funds 
|  with  which  to  pay  their  notes.  The  Board's  ability 
to  pay  these  obligations  Is  dependent  upon  the 
pnyijicn  of  the  pledges  made  to  (the  76  Million 
Campaign. 

In  the  second  place,  our  churches  which  are  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  State  Board  for  pastoral  support 
[are  at  stake.  The  continuation  of  the  pastors  with 


[these  churches  is  dependent  upon  the  payment  of 
]nur  pledges  to  the  campaign.  There  are  many 
jehurches  without  pastors  simply  because  the  pas¬ 
tors  did  not  have  sufficient  to  live  on.  Unless  our' 
pledges  are  paid,  these  pastors  w  jilch  are  being 
^elped  for  the  amount  that  Is  promised  by  the 
Board,  there  will  be  still  many  othejr  churches  left 
without  pastors.  1 

i  In  the  third  place,  the  district  workers  and  the 
field  men  In  general  are  dependent  (upon  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  these  pledges,  for  their  support  and  many 
pastorrless  churches  are  dependent  jipon  these  en- 
llstmen  men  for  the  only  preaching  they  get.  The 
failure  In  the  payment  of  our  pledges  means  the 
withdrawal  of  these  district  men  and  enlistment 
men  from  the  field.  i 

In  th  fourth  place,  ouf'  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y. 

P.  U.  work  Is  at  stake.  The  Sunday  School  work 
has  done  as  much  to  bring  Mississippi  to  the  front 
in  Kingdom  work  as  any  other  single  agency  no 
doubt,  and  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  Is  4olng  as  much 
for  training  our  young  people  In  Christian  service 
as  any  other  organisation  we  havd.  To  fall  to 
meet  our  obligations  to  the  75  Mlllljnn  Campaign 
will  mean  the  discontinuance  of  this  Work. 

Again,  our  Orphanage  work  whlchjts  to  near  to 
our  heart,  our  Hospital  work  which  (f.  much  ne<d- 
ed.  will  have  to  suffer,  as  their  continuance  te  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  payment  of  our  pledges. 

Again,  our  school  work  Is  dependent  upon  the 
payment  of  our  pledges.  Our  schools  are  the 
sources  of  our  greatest  denominational  strength. 
If  they  continue  to  grow,  we  must  medt  our  obliga¬ 
tions  to  the  campaign. 

Our  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  wprk  with  so 
.many  missionaries  on  the  field  Is  locking  to  the 
campaign  for  Its  continuance.  The  (jailing  in  of 
these  missionaries  would  be  more  calamitous  than 
the  calling  In  of  our  standing  army.  (Already  the 
Home  Bdard  Is  feeling  that  they  must  (call  in  some 
of  their  workers.  They  have  had  to  burrow  money 
to  the  amount  of  more  than  $300,000  1*  order  that 
they  may  continue. 

The  whole  of  our  State  Board  work  lb  dependent 
upon  the  payment  of  these  pledges.  I  We  cannot 
afford  to  retrench  when  we  con  meet  Sour  obliga¬ 
tions.  If  we  make  the  payment  of  these  pledges 
our  first  concern,  we  shall  see  In  the  pear  future 
the  wlsdpm  of  this  decision. 

In  the  last  place,  our  material  prosperity  Is  de¬ 
pendent  upon  our  faithfulness  In  meettag  our  obli¬ 
gations  to  the  campaign  We  often  try  to  blame 
the  Lord  when  we  are  unable  to  meet  our  obliga¬ 


tions  in  fils  cause.  Recently  a  man  was  saying 
that  he  felt  unable  to  pay  his  pledges,  but  he  was 
reminded  that  since  he  made  his  pledge  be  could 
have  received  42  cents  a  pound  Tor  a  large  number 
of  tuiles  of  cotton,  but  he  did  not  sell.  With  the 
difference  In  the  price  then  and  now  he  could  have 
paid  his  pledge  over  and  over  again.  The  Lord  Is, 
not  to  blame.  If  we  believed  God's  Word,  we  must 
admit  that  by  doing  our  duty  to  the  lord's  Cause, 
we  shall  have  ali  the  prosperity  we  need.  Read:

8he  had  not  struck  the  child,  but  that 
need  not  make  any  difference  in  the  effect  In  the 
court  Even  in  the  United  8tates  an  Impressive 
and  well-staged  lie  sometime*  serves  as  well  as 
the  truth,  better  than  the  truth  which  Is  unvarnish¬ 
ed  and  poorly-staged.  At  any  rate  the  trial  came 
on  With' a  packed  court  room.  There  was  the 
mother  and  the  little  tot  who  was  alleged  to  hare 
been  struck  by  Miss  Garnett.  There  was  a  varie¬ 
gated  bunch  of  witnesses  to  this,  that  and  the 
other.  None  of  them,  however,  were  witnesses 
that  they  actually  haw  the  teacher  strike  the  child. 

It  looked  rather  gloomy  for  Miss  Garnett,  but 
that  lady  did  not  leel  gloomy.  She  ts  essentially 
an  artist  and  she  sensei  a  great  value  to  her  ml* 
slon  work  that  would  come  from  a  Jail  sentence. 

It  would  be  fine  advertising  among  the  Cubans 
and  to  novelty-loving  Americans.  It  would  put 
her  work  on  the  map  In  a  great  way.  , . 

But  Miss  Garnett  did  not  have  the  privilege  of 
going  to  Jail.  It  happened  that  she  had  for  several 
years  been  teaching  English  to  a  certain  Cuban 
man,-- an  ex  Judge  This  little  man  was  present 
st  the  trial.  The  more  they  tried  to  weave  a  net 
around  the  Home  Board  Missionary,  the  more  his 
gorge  rose. 

At  last  the  ex-Judge  arose  and  began  to  emit 
earnest  and  effective  oratory.  He  portrayed  to 
those  people  what  It  meant,  in  love  and  unselfish 
service,  that  a  woman  like  Mis*  Qarnett  should 
leave  her  home  of  comfort  and  refinement  In  the 
States  to  come  there  to  teach  them  and  lift  them 
up.  With  sethlng  Invective,  he  exposed  the  pttl- 
,  ful  farce  of  the  trial,  which  the  presiding  Judge 
was  conducting  with  an  owl-llke  "front  of  dignity 
and  apparent  anxiety  to  get  the  truth. 

When  the  little  man  got  through,  that  Judge  had 
had  enough.  He  dismissed  the  case,  end  thst  mass 
of  people,  drswn.  Just  as  they  often  sre  In  our 
Ststes,  by  vulgar  curiosity,  silently  filed  out  of  the 
court  room. 

Miss  Gnmett  went  back  to  her  school  with  great¬ 
ly  Inrreaalng  public  favor,  and  with  even  an  added 
.devotion  from  her  body  of  scholars,  who  already 
loved  hrr  devotedly.

the  stature  of  the  fullness  of  Christ}*  In  sanctifi¬ 
cation,  we  respond  to  that  which  Is  Imputed  to 
us,  apd  react  to  that  which  Is  Imparted  unto  us, 
and  reproduce  that  which  Is  implanted  within  u$. 
Appropriating  Christ’s  righteousness,  it '  works  to¬ 
ward  our  sanctification  till  Christ  Is  formed  with¬ 
in  us,  the  hpoe  of  glory.

The  Oreat  Redemption. 

"Christ  Is  made  unto  us  redemption.”  This 
lapt  word  reminds  us  that  we  are  to  be  brought  at 
last,  through  grace,  from  bondage  Into  a  kingdom 
where  we  are  to  be  free  forever  from  the  labor 
and  blessedness.  The  earlier  .gifts  jthat  have  been 
In  the  te*t.  Is  from  the  Inward  to  the  outwardy 
from  the  center  to  a  vast  circumference  of  peace 
and  blessedness.  hTe  earlier  gifts  that  have  been 
named  make  us  ready  for  that  glorious  life  or  Ubj 
erty  Into  whose  fullness  we  are  one  day  to  come) 
The  term  "redemption”  Is  broader  than  Its  assoclab 
ed  terms,  and  Indeed  Includes  and  crowns  them. 

How  Is  Christ  made  redemption  to  those  who  re- 
ceive  him?  Having  shed  abroad  within  thelf 
hearts  the  spirit  of  his  wisdom,  righteousness  and 
spotless  sanctity,  be  fills  them  wltti  that  fullneet 
of  power  which  dwells  In  his  resurrection-life,  and! 
by  the  power  of  his  Indwelling  presence,  they  tri. 
upjph  over  the  trials  of  the  present  and  will  tri¬ 
umph  over  death,  even  as  he  did,  thenceforth  tp 
pass  into  those  unsufferlng  regions  of  light  over 
which  his  sceptre  is  wielded.  As  Ezra  and  Nehe 
mlah'ht  the  Medo-Perslan  court  sponsored  the 
cause  of  the  captive  tribes,  won  their  redemption 
from  the  house  of  bondage  and  restored  them  to 
the  land  of  their  fkthers,  so  through  the  merits  of 
our  Divine  Kinsman  and  Represent4tlve  our  deliv¬

In  the  words  of  Dr.  Forsyth;  "Christ 
does  not  simply  pluck-us  out  of  the  bands  of  Satan, 
he  does  so  by  giving  us  to  Cod.

"Christ  Is  made  unto  us  sanctification.”  Now 
are  we  conducted  from  the  court  room  to  the 
temple  where,  as  chosen  priests  we  ar^  to  be  sep¬ 
arated  unto  Ood.

The  great 
western  universities  are  friends  of  the  Junior  col-, 
lege.  In  response  to  this  situation  most  of  the 
large  cities  are  adding  Junior  colleges  to  their  high 
schools. 

In  the  South  our  first  problem,  so  far  as  our 
high  schools  are  concerned  Is  to  make  them  first 
rank  high  schools  before  making  thiem  Junior  col¬ 
leges.  Ours  Is  the  fertile  field  for  Juplor  col¬ 
leges  of  the  private  or  denominational  type.  In 
not  two  score  of  them  were  recognised  by  the  As- 
1815  thero  were  In  the  South  nearly  400  Institu¬ 
tions  claiming  to  be  colleges  or  universities  and 
soclatlon  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  By 
taking  the  Junior  college  rank  many  of  these  insti¬ 
tutions  are  able  to  hold  up  their  heads  and  make 
honest  claims. 

There  are  now  nearly  fifty  public  Junior  col¬ 
leges  in  the  United  States  .some  of  tiem  enrolling 
over  a  thousand  students.  Of  the  private  or  de¬ 
nominational  Junior  colleges  there  are  approxi¬ 
mately  one  hundred:  Texas  leads  With  sixteen 
Junior  colleges;  Missouri  comes  next,  with  fourteen 
and  Virginia  gets  third  place  with  nlhe  at  last  re- 
port*.
